It was further suggest­ 
ed that a director would be em­ 
ployed whose full time job it would 
be to head tip and assist in such 
a program, in order that it would 
really function effectively.

mission would work w ith existing 
agencies and would be responsible 
for securing the maximum of co­ 
operation and the use of existing 
facilities.
